Which Petition, with the ſaid References and Report, being carried

That one-main Objection agamit theſe men- being paid their faid 
Arrears, was, for that they had -not got every man's particular Account 
ſtated-by the -ſaid Col. or his Agent, or the Captains of the ſaid Regi- 
ment, which may ſeem to be aninſuperable difficulty defignedly put up- 
on -theſe poor Soldiers, to make them for ever incapable of receiving 
their ſaid Arrears ; for- that the ſaid Col, und all the-reſt of the Com- 
mufſion'd Officers of the ſaid Regiment, having (upon the breaking of

And it likewiſe. appears oy 9 ſaid Book of Accounts, that the 

b Paymaſters or their Ft pour ve fince the breaking of the faid Re- 
giment, paid to the ſaid Col. and the reſt of the Commilſion'd-Officers 
the ſum of 8044 4 13 5. 4 4.1n full of their Arrears; (which catinot be 
pretended by the Paymaſters, to have been paid- to the ſaid Col. or the- 
Captains for the uſe of the Regiment, .and thar they( without the know- 
ledg or conſent of the. Paymaſters) kept - it for their own uſe, and de- 
frauded the Soldiers of their ſhares thereof ; for that it thereby plainly

made of red Ba Y5, or ſome ſuch courſe Clath, without any Lining. and 
almbvſt without Buttons, worth but about 16 s. a Coat, being fo very 
bad, that all who could otherwilc provide aa, refuted to accepr 
of them ; but if he hath taken more than he ought, he is very well 
able to refund it to his Majeſty, (he being extreamty: rich); And what is 
charged for Reſpits, Er.is hkewiſe very extraordinary. There

thoſe the and ord; Courſes and Methods; did about twelve 

months fince print their Caſe, and humbly preſent it. to the Members 

of this Honourable Houſe, and had a Petition drawn and fign'd by a 

confiderable Number of the ſaid unpaid Soldiers, ready to have been 

preſented to the Houſe, but by the Advice of ſome Worthy Members, 

the _ was put off, by reaſon the Seſſhon of Parliament was then near 
at an end. 

That their faid Solicitor obſerving ſome time fince, that this Honour- 
able Houſe was taking into Conſideration ſome Abuſes of the like Na- 
ture, did, by Mr. Edward Pauncefort, give the Paymaſters to under» 

That if; it were not their pleaſure to let the faid Soldiers Ac- 
counts be adjuſted, and to-put the matter into ſuch a method, that they 
maght be paid'their ſaid Arrears, he muſt be forced to bring it again be- 
fore the Houſe. To which he received for Anſwer, from the Lord Ce- 
ningsby, by the ſaid Mr. Pawncefort, That his Lordſhip would, within a 
few da s, ſpeak to. the King, and beg of His Majeſty, that they might 
be paid z and ſo kept ther ſaid Solicitor from proceeding any furt 
thereupon ; till at length-one Captain Eben-ezer Leeds, who 1s Son in 
Lawto the faid Col. # th, was brought out. of Flanders to' take upon 
him the management of the ſaid buſineſs ; and, as it may be reaſona- 
bly panes, ro keep the lame from being brought before this Ho-
